UTOPIA NOT FOR SALE 


H 


OW badly w c all want a Utopia! And how read­ 
ily we will listen to the man who promises It. 
These remarks ar# prompted 
by the new s of 
the troubles of another of those co-operative colo­ 
nies— this time an organization that held forth in 
Looisidoe. It if n<*t the first venture of this kind 
that has come to srief, and it will not be th e last 
but it provokes thought, nerertbr ess. 
Members who joined the Louisian« colony w il­ 
lingly paid *1 000 or more apiece nnd agreed to 
work for the weir..re of the whole. The promi*e8, 
perhaps, came easily; but do ordinary, not-too-pres* 
peroua folk part with $1000 unless it is for some­ 
thing that they want deeply? 
W e like to be optim isti— it'.* a great Amer- 
k an trait—but all of us, st times, realise that 
life, even in Ameriea, is rath* r hard. 
We spend the best part of our lives w orking 
merely for food and shelter and clothing; the li t y 
clouds drift aero*i the blue sky. the tall forests, 
whisper quietly on the mountains, broad fields, 
looped with 
w ind dappled river», lie green end 
abining under the su n — but we do not see them, 
do not bear the voice with which they cal! to us. 
We are too busy “ earning our living ‘ 
as we 
put it; and too often towartff the end. wr find that

F'-'nie 
day, im measurably removed, our earth will in very 
truth, we trust, be a Utopia, a place, where each 
man and woman and child may In* lif* in Its u t­ 
most fullueaa and freedom, born to a heritage that 
caanot he alienated. 
It ia toward this that we are w orking— b ln d - 
?y. but not altogether unsuccceaafully. E 'er y g<x>d 
deed, every little bit >f kindness and tolerance and 
hum anity shown by anyone anywhere, 
helps to 
bring it nearer. It is the only Utopia 
possible, but 
tt ia worth w orking for—the time when m*n shall 
know beyond a doubt that they are brothers, and 
shall conduct tfcemaelreg accordingly.

wall, above the price level, This Is made possible 
because this agency, through buyer* and export­ 
er» commissioned to act for it can buy for export 
at a high, protected price, and sell at the lower 
Tforld price abroad, and its loasci on the one ex­ 
ported bushel out of five marketed, w ill be met by 
the excise tax on all five. 
The provisions of the bill would be carried 
out through the establishm* at of a Federal Farm 
Board. This Board would hive practically unlim it­ 
ed powers to “ assist in removing or w ithholding 
or disposing of tb ? surplus” of commodities (farm 
products) named in its provisions. In addition, the 
board, besides beginning business with an appro­ 
priation of $250.000,000, would have the power 
to Javy an “ equalisation f - e ” upon all producers of 
the com m odities in which it deals. V unds from this 
levy would be used for “ paying losses, costa and 
charges incurred ¡n the Board s operation.” 
The 
Board would not operate directly In the markets, 
but through contracts with the farmers, preferably 
with the co-operative marketing associations, there 
contracts to cover buying, selling and w ithhold­ 
ing surplus farm products. Thus the board, with 
ita fees to cover losses, would be able to export 
farm products at a loss in < rder to remora any 
surplus at h^mc and thus raise domestic prices. 
In other words it would be able to sell to foreign | 
markets at prices under tho.*e prevailing a» home.

Taxes on 
personal property and real estate, 
w het her business or residential, are 
deductible. So-called taxes assessed

constituting the cost of a perman­ 
ent improvement. 
The Federal income tax may not 
be 
deducted.

his Federal income tax return.

Federal estate tax is

Before actually starting to use 
fertiliiere, engage in a few fertile 
thoughts on the subject. Manuring 
the garden is not a cure-all for all 
vegetable ill«, it will not of itself 
lead to surprising results although 
it will help. It is a garden aid and 
a. garden necessity but of itself and 
without aid it v ill not do much. 
First of all, no 
matter 
how 
strong or how rio t the manure, it 
will never take the place of culti­ 
vation, The more you manure the 
more you should hoe. for the weeds 
will grow faster for the fertiliser. 
Keeping the soil in 
proper tilth 
raves the food for the vegetables 
and hastens the decay of the fer­ 
tilizer. 
Tho more thorough and careful 
the cultivation, the less the. need 
for fertilizers. 
Cultivation will} time 
make up for some lack of m a n u r - j 
ing but fertilizing will hot make­ 
up for lack of cultivation.
